During the morning somo of the more en- 


thusiastic republK-«ns offeied to ,btt freely on 
the election of the republican ticket also on 
the election oC Costou over Harrison, but 
these bets were just as" freely taken, in the 
afternoon there was a material change in this 
respect, the betting jwing entirely in favor of 
the demociktic ticket and the election of llar- 
tlsou.

When .later dis- 
patches from various parts of the state came 
giving returns favorable for the election of 
Grant and Harrison the enthusiasm became 
Intense. The news received was evidently 
not very encouraging to tho republicans for 
their headquarters at the court house were 
completely deserted before 12 o'clock, while 
- tho crowd at the GA/.I.IIB ofllco held out un- 
til the woo small hours of morning.
